nounce that they have chosen the Egyptian 
system whereon to base their administration of 
Korea. But, however successful may te the 
existing system of Egyptian rale, is must be 
remembered that it has only been built up 
within the space of a few years, and the whole 
structure resta on a very fragile foundation. 
-| The equipoise is rendered still more delicate by 
the tendexcy towards centralisation, which is 
irresistible in sach a personal system of go- 
vernment, and year by year the administrative 
machine is apparently. made thereby to run 
smoother and smoother. A striking example 
of this centripetal tendency is seen in the 
endeavoors of the Governmeut to remove the 
headquarters of the Quarautine Board to 
.| Cairo, and in such cases, “V'appetit vieat en 
mangeant.” Observera have noticed the danger, 
for it is easy to see that this concentrated sys- 
tem of government, however we it may work 
in Lord Cromer’s hands, can as easily be made 
to ran in one direotion as anothar. Au intelligent 
writer on the Egypt of to-day has remarked -— 
“One thing is certain, and that is that the 
financiers and speculators are to-day in Egypt 
& formidable force to reckon with. Lord 
Cromer, who has a horror of everything iu 
the nature ofa gamble and who sees clearly 
the danger which threatens his work, has, un- 
fortanately rather late in the day, clipped 
their wings. As long as he holds the reins 
he will apply the brake which wil keep Eyypt 
safely and surely from the mad rush which 
would lead to a crash such as the world has 
never yet seen—whilst he is there—yes, bot 
when he is gone? That is the q iestion which 

many thonoghtfol men are asking to-day, and 
they naturally tear that through political and 
other infloences a man of lesa experience may 
be given the place so brilliantly filled by Lord 

Cromer, when the day comes for him to ex- 

change for a weil-earned rest the field of 

battle and of progress on which he has covered 

himself with glory.” 

Lord Cromer on Satarday went oat of hisway 
to state that he intends to remain here ‘as 
long as my health and strength endure” and 
that when he departs all that ne.d-be gaid will 
be “Il n’y ® qu'un Anglais de moins.”

DEATH OF SIR E. PALMER.

PROMINENT LOCAL FINANCIRR. 


SKETCH OF SUCGESSFUL CAREER. 


We regret to announce that Sir Elwin 
Palmer died yo:terdiy morning at 6 15 o’clook 
at hia residence at Cairo. In the first week of 
December, Sir Elwin and Lady Palmer lef 
fora trip to Khartoum, where Mis: Palmer had 
preceded them, Sir Elwin being? dosirona 
of seeing something of Mr. Leigh Hants 
development work at the Atbara. On retorn- 
ing to Cairo he appeared to be ill and it 
was believed that he was snoffering from 
& touch of sun-stroke. Bat it waa son 
recognised that the malady was eateric fover. 
It was thought that it was only a mild case 
and to all appearance ho ws ro a90n on tha 
way to recovery that we were able to annonnoe 
on the 10th inst. that he was making rapid 
progress towards convalescence and he could 
even sea tew visitors. Two days afterwards 
it was stated that he was +o well that he 
hoped to be able to retnrn to work in a few 
days’ time. But 'in ent ric no patient can be 
onsidered ont of danger until his convale:- 
osnce is complete, fir a 10'apse may even b3 
worss than the primary fever, as was the cass 
with Sir Elwin. Early last week ha became 
rapidly worse and bulletins were posted daily 
on the door of his home at the National Bank. 
On Wednesday the doctors reported that the 
invalid had passed an eas‘er night, on Thurs- 
day the news was not so comforting, Dr. 
Hess and Dr. Wildt, who were in‘attendanoe, 
reporting that he had somewhat lost strength, 
but Friday’s bulletin showed that he had 
passed a better night and that his temperatura 
had come down. Ou Saturday we stated that 
he had passed’a bad night and that his heart 
had become weaker, and ye:terday morning 
the end came. ; 

Sir Elwin was born on the 38rd March, 1852 
and was therefore in his fifty-third year. He 
was the son of Mr, Edward Palmer and of 
Caroline, the danghter of Colonel Gonthorpe. 
He was educated at Lancing College and 
entered the Indian Financial Department in 
1871. In 1881 he married Mary, the danghter 
of Major Herbert M. Clogetonn, V. C0. He 
remained in India until 1885, when he was 
appointed to succesd Sir Geral! Fitzgerald 
as Director Gen ra! of Actonnts in Egypt. It 
is thanks to Sir Gorald Fitzgarald and Sir 
Elwin Palmer that Exypt pos:e:2e; a system 
of accoapts which can bear comparison with 
thore of any other country in Bmrope It 
is quite possible for the finances of a country 
to be badly administered, whilst, at the 
same time, the accounts may be in good 
order. On the other hand, it is impossible 
for the statesman or financier to seriously 
commence the work of fiscal and adminis- 
trative reform until, by the organication of 
& proper system of sccounts, he is placed 
in possession of the trae facts connected 
with the resources and expenditare of the 
State. One of the principal reasons why the 
early attempts made to regalate the financial 
condition of Egypt failei, was that the ac- 
counts were ina state of the utmost confa 
sion. Owing to the efforts of Sir Elwin and his 
predecessor the Egyptian Accoants Department 
was thorongh'y well organised and it would 
ba diffisalt to ex«ggerate the importancs of 
this achievament. In tha aemmer of 1899 
Sir Edgar Vincent résigasl the post of Fi- 
nancial Adviser to th» Ezyptian G vernment 
t» g> to Constartinopls as the Governor of 
the Imperial Ottoman Bink and Sir Elwin 
Palmer was appointed to sneceed him in 
what was then and is still the corner-stone 
of English inflaence inside the Egyptian Ad- 
misistration. Sir Edgar Vinceat left Egypt 
too soon to see the complete vindication of 
his financial policy, for during the six years 
of his administration he had been vigorously 
attacked as a juggler, who bad no real genius 
for grappling with the difficalties of fin:nc:, 
bat only great skill in avoiding them. Bat 
Sir Elwin pradently and ably continved Sir 
Edgar's system of administration, which has 
since then produced such brilliant resalts. 
In 1897 Sir Elwin was made a K.C. B. and in 
1892 K.C.M.G. Io September, 1898, he re 
-izned his position as Financial Adviser and Sir 
Bidon Gorst succeeded him. It is carious to 
note that the late Sir Clinton Dawkins severed 
his connection with the Finance Ministry 
almost at the same time as did Sir Elwin and 
both have died within s few months of one an- 
other. [be reason of Sir Elwiu's retirement 
from the service of the. Egyp*isn Government 
was because he was appointed Governor of the 
National Bank of Egypt, which had been 
founded in that year. Previous to his retire- 
ment the Ezyptian Government, acting gn his 
advi »e,had rold the Daira Sanieh for £6,250,000 
to Sir Ernest Cassel and a group of capitalists. 
The appointment of Sir Elwin Palmer to the 
governorship of the Natioual Bank, coinciding 
with the disposal of the Daira Sanieh, caused 
some comment, especially when it was reporte1 
that the Government had in their possession a 
report of Cro kshank Pacha, which declare 
that the Daira was worth at the lowest com 
patation £10,000,°00. This subject has beer 
revived in a récent work on Bgypt and Harar 
Pacha made the folowing declaration to the 
author in regard to Sir Blwio’s share in the 
matter. In jastice to the memory of Sir Eiwin 
we will reprodvce what Harari Pacha eaid ov 
the subject of the Daira deal :—

Sir,— Your correspondent “Capitalist” does 
notseem to consider the position which his 
proposal woald create. ‘I'he object intended 
to be secured by the law of preemption was 
what tha English call the “amenities” of the 
property, the privacy consonant with the 
Moslem custom of secluding women and like- 
wise of getting rid of an obnoxions neighbour 
by buying him out. Now suppose that two 
Europeans or a native and a European have 
contracted for the sale of property and that 
the would-be pre emptor is a native, according 
to the proposal of “Capitalist” the native 
would be excluded from exercising his right. 
Can “Capitalist” or anyone else tell me why 
in the name of reason or equity the native 
pre-emptor should be debarred from the exsr- 
cise of this right, because one of the parties 
to the contract happens to be a European 3 

If I might be allowed to offer a suggestion 
I think that the difficalties raised by ‘Capital- 
ist’ can be got over, as they very often are, 
by putting in the contract of sa'e, and there- 
fore on the register, so high a price as would 
preclude pre-emption, which, it must be re- 
membered, has to be exercised within six 
months from date of sale. This practice would, 
in such case, be of benefit to the Treasury 
and cannot in any senss be considered as 
‘contra bonos mores,” seeing that, firstly, the 
parties to the sale do not guarantee the 
accaracy of the statement as to price, nor has 
in reality anybody a right to enquire what 
was the arrangement between two private in- 
dividuals. Seeing that the Government has 
reduced the tax on registration from five to 
two per cent. the extra payment involved in 
the pretended increase of price would fall but

EGYPTIAN CIGARETTES. 


THE YEAR'S EXPORTS. 


The export of Egyptian cigarettes daring 
the past year shows a decided increase over the 
previous year. In 19)5 Egypt” exported 
cigarettes to the amount of kilos 702,818 as 
against 620,470 in 1904, an increase of kilos 
82,337, This is not, however, tha same rate of 
increase as was tho total for 1901 over 1903. 
when there was an increase of nearly 90,000 
kilos ovar the latter ysar’s exports.

\LEXANDRIA’S ROADS.

WHY ARE THEY “UP” 2. 


We shoald like to know why the roads are 
continually “up” in Alexandria. The thorough- 
fares seem to be either in a continual state of 
repair by the Monicipality or else left to 
the devices of the Water Company, the Gas 
Company, the Telephone Company “et hoc 
genusomne. » Why cannot the repairs be under- 
taken caring the slack reason of the year ? In 
Cairo, we understand, and in all the chief 
European cities the roads are only allowed to- 
be “up” in the offseacon, after which a clore 


time is fixed. Buiab Alexandria the Manicipa- 
lity appears to H@ye no fixed rule in regard to 
this. The result is tbat traffic is continually 


impeded and. the various companies are allowed 
to do what they please in laying water mains 
or gas pipes. 

Ano‘her point which we would like to draw 
attention to, is the bad habit of sweeping big 
streets with big brooms between the hours 
of 1 and 2.80 pth. The consequence is 
that pedestrians going home to Inrch are 
smothered in dast without any visible im- 
provements to the cleanliness of the streets. 
for this method of sweeping only displaces 
the dust without removing it. 

In connection with streats being “np” a story 
is told of-the: present German Emperor which 
shows what can be done in similar circum- 
stances. His Majesty was prevented the year 
before last from passing along the Unter den 
Linden’ because the street was “up,” and 
he, being not at all pleased with the fact, 
called the responsible anthorities to him, and 
demanded to know when the werk wonld be 
finished. He was to'd that it coald not pos- 
sibly be done under five or six weeks. The 
Kaiver said nothing, bat when he drove 
back to his palace he sent for the General 
commanding the district, and the next morn- 
ing a corps of military engineers was at work, 
with the result ‘that the whole thing was 
finished within twenty-four honrs. We ‘only 
wish we had some authority here. with the 
power to wake op in the same way the 
Manicipality.

A RETROSPECT. 


The opening of the Nile-Red Sea Railway 
recalls one of the biggest and most expensive 
blonders ever made by a Governmert Depart- 
ment. The railway wae firetplanned by the British 
War Office authorities as an aid to Lord 
Wolseley’s advance in the cause of the Gordon 
Relief Expedition. The materiel was prepared 
in Bngland and shipped to Suakin by the old 
‘Indian transports Orontes and Serapir, bat 
after lying fora long time at the Red Sea 
port, it was re-shipped to England, and for the 
space of nearly twenty years the greater part 
of it lay in the Gillingham extension of Chatham 
Dockyard. An observant Admiralty official 
“discovered” it some two years ago, and that 
portion of it—raile, eleepers, ete.— which 
remained serviceable was sent out to Egypt, 
and has been employed in the congtraction of 
the line. :
